ESOPUS, N. Y., July 13.—An atmosphere 
of Democratic harmony pervades the be- 
ginning of Judge Parker's campaign. He. 
wrote a warm letter of thanks to Mr. 
Cleveland for his cordial telegram of in- 
dorsement. Mr. Cleveland will later on be 
invited to address several of the large 
meetings that will be held in Judge Par- 
ker’s behalf, and it is not doubted that Mr.

authorities. Alleged discrimination against 
negroes at the Fair was the reason. 

A brass bané which had been engaged to 
play for the convention when it should ar- 
rive at the Fair was dismissed. Arrange- 
ments for a lunch for the delegates were 
canceled, and the Hall of Congresses was 
not made ready for the convention after 
a note was received Wednesday morning by 
the Exposition management stating that 
the association could not avall itself of the 
proffered courtesies. 

The note was sent as a result of a de- 
cision reached at Tuesday's meeting of the 
association following an informal discus- 
sion of alleged discrimination against 
negroes at the Fair. 

Mrs. Hallie Q@. Brown of St. Louls said 
that waiters in a Fair restaurant had re- 
fused to wait on her when she was accom- 
panied by a negro man. 

The notice sent some time ago to the 
Eighth ITillinois regiment (colored) that it 
would be given a separate ground at t 
Fair if it came, also came up for discussion. 

Mrs. Booker T. Washington, wife of the 
famous negro leader, was on the platform 
during the discussion, which was partict- 


pated in by a majority of the 300 delegates 
in the convention, but she took no part in 
it, she says. 

The Missouri delegates objected to the 
action and persisted in accepting the in- 
vitation of the Exposition management, 
but they were outvoted.

The Committee Sent by the Pittston 
Convention Tried to Hand a Peti- 
tion to Him, but Were Turned 
Away at Executive Office. 


SECRETARY LOEB PUT UP 
AN IMPASSIBLE BARRIER 


Envoys Disgusted, Pocketed Petition. 
and Went Back to Report to the 
225,006 Workers They Represent 
—Denounced the Exclusive Policy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OYSTER BAY, July 13.—President Roose- 
velt’s flat that his summer home must not 
be invaded by delegations except those that 
have credentials from Chairman Cortelyou, 
manager of his campaign, was put to a 
test here today. A committee of two, sent 
by the miners’ convention in session at 
Pittston, Pa., representing 225,000 union min- 
ers of Lackawanna and Luzerne counties, 
was held up in Oyster Bay by Secretary 
Loeb, who positively refused admittance to 
the President's presence. 

Secretary Loeb offered to receive the pe- 
tition asking the President to investigate 
the Colorado mine troubles, but the labor 
representatives insisted that they have been 
instructed by their convention to place it 
persunally in the hands of the President. 
They said their stay at Sagamore Hill 
not require more than a minute. 
Their insistence was met with a cold re- 
fusal by the secretary. 

The labor men, after exhausting all their 
efforts to see the President, refused to 
leave a copy of their, petition in the hands 
of the secretary. They denounced the 
President's policy of exclusion in bitter 
termms. They declared that his action would 
go far toward the destruction of whatever 
political capital he had madqamong or- 
ganized labor men by the settlement of the 
anthracite miners’ strike three years ago. 
They took the first outward bound train for 
Pittston to make known to the convention 
the result of their mission. 

The miners’ committee was composed of 
Henry Herskovitz, vice-president of the 
Plymouth Central Labor Union, and N. T. 
Burke of Carbondale. Tlgey arrived on an 
early train and went at once to the presi- 
den'ts office. 

Secretary Loeb read the petition and then 
informed the deleywates that the President 
would receive no visitors who did not come 
properly accredited and that no appoint- 
ment had been ade in this case. 

“If the Presid@nt breaks this rule now 
he might as well never have made it,”’ ar- 
gued Mr. Loeb. 

The delegates declared that they did not 
expect to be received at Sagamore Hf. 

“We won't ask that the President speak 
a word,” said Delegate Burke. ‘“‘We will 
just hand him the “petition and walk 
away.” 

But the secretary was firm and the vis- 
iitors walked out, taking their petition with 
them. 

“We come here as anarchists or 
fanatics,’’ declared Delegate Burke, while 
waiting for the train. “‘We came a long 
distance as the representative of 225.00 
union laborers and voters simply to place 
the just claims of organized labor into the 
President's hands to be passed upon at his 
leisure, 

“We think we are entitled to the very 
small favor that we asked. I am a Repub- 
lican and have been a supporter of the 
President, but our treatment today amounts 
to a discourtesy toward our convention 
which will not be forgotten by the anthra- 
a miners, whatever may be their polt- 
tics.’’ 

Delegate Herskovitz was equally emphat- 
ic in his opinions of the result of their mis- 
sion.
